THE TRAILWISE SLEEPING BAG 


The sleeping bag is one of the most costly and important items the outdoorsman will purchase. 
It should be selected with the conditions of use well in mind. An arctic bag in warm weather 
can be as useless as a summer bag in blizzard conditions. Because it is impossible to construct a 
single bag suitable for all seasons and temperatures, we offer a series of bags designed to cover a 
range of conditions. 


Except for the Combi, all Trailwise bags are of a mummy design. While a mummy is more 
confining than the rectangular bag, it significantly increases the insulating efficiency while 
keeping weight to a minimum. To accommodate personal preferences, we offer these bags with 
varying internal dimensions. 


All Trailwise bags are constructed with offset, slant-tube baffles, hot-cut from nylon netting. In 
the Chevron, Slimline and Norrland, these baffles are sewn into a chevron pattern to provide 
greater control of down movement and to eliminate cold spots. Tube width has been narrowed 
to five inches this year to give still greater down control and bag warmth. Differentially cut 
inner and outer shells permit maximum lofting for greatest down efficiency. 


All Trailwise bags (except Footsack) come with a no. 5 nylon double slider zipper which may 
be opened independently from head or foot for optimum temperature control and ventilation. 
With the exception of the Combi (which will only zip together with another Combi) all 
Trailwise zippered bags may be zippered together, even though length and style may vary. When 
ordering zip-together pairs, specify right and left hand zippers respectively. 


Materials used in the construction of Trailwise bags are of the highest quality available. Inner 
and outer shells are cut from Tenaya Cloth. This unique fabric is durable, lightweight, down- 
proof, and water-repellent with a soft luxurious feel. The Combi is made from 1.9 Ripstop, 
another excellent fabric popularly used in sleeping bag construction. 


White AAA goose down from Northern Europe is used in the Chevron, Slimline and Norrland 
bags. While this down is more expensive than the commonly-used grey down, it provides greater 
loft, insulation and durability. 


Each Trailwise bag has been carefully researched to arrive at an optimum weight of down 
filling. Most bags are offered in a heavy and light fill which we feel offers the practical limits of 
application. The addition of more down reduces the shell's efficiency and does not provide 
greater warmth. The Combi and Bivouac sack incorporate simpler shell designs and are available 
in one fill weight only. 


Sleeping bag temperature ratings are relative and should be used only as an index of comparison 
between bags. The low temperature range of a bag depends on many factors: adequate ground 
insulation, humidity, wind speed, and most important, the metabolic rate and physical condi- 
tion of the sleeper. There is considerable individual variation both in the ability of the body to 
produce heat and to tolerate cold. Thermal underwear, sleeping bag covers, tents, significantly 
increase the effective temperature ratings given below. 


USE AND CARE OF SLEEPING BAGS 


Before using your bag, unpack and fluff it, allowing sufficient time for the filling to loft fully. 
Use a pad or groundsheet under the bag even in dry conditions. Although the shell fabric is 
water-repellent, moisture will eventually penetrate the bag, and an additional covering is recom- 
mended in rain or snow. Dry out the bag as much as possible before stuffing it into the carrying 
sack. Dry the bag COMPLETELY before storing for any length of time! We do not recommend 
storing the bag stuffed. Store in a dry place, either folded gently or hung. 


Washing Instructions: Only wash your bag when it is absolutely necessary. It is actually best to 
"spot clean” the bag by gently sponging off soiled areas with a non-detergent soap and water 
. rinsing thoroughly. If you feel that your bag needs a good cleaning, the steps listed below 
should be carefully followed: 
1. Fill bathtub with enough lukewarm water to cover bag. Add woolite or some other 
non-detergent soap. 
Submerge bag and sponge off dirty sections. 
Drain tub, pushing down on bag with open hands and gently squeezing. 
Refill tub and repeat step 3 several times until water appears clean. Gently squeeze 
out all excess water. 
Carefully pick up bag from underneath and place in a mesh hammock (chaise lounge 
or whatever) to drip dry for a couple of days. DO NOT HANG BAG. 
Gently pull the clumps of down apart from time to time. 
After the bag is almost dry, place in cool dryer and tumble the bag to its original loft. 
It is a good idea to check the dryer beforehand to make sure that there are no sharp 
protrusions or edges that could snag the bag. 
Handwashing is the best way to clean any down article. Dry cleaning takes the natural oils out 
of the down and the article will lose some of its loft. In either case the Ski Hut does not assume 
any responsibility for a bag that has been cleaned.

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TRAILWISE PACKFRAMES AND BAGS 


Trailwise packframes are designed and constructed with 
comfort, durability and lightness as the foremost 
considerations. 


A packframe that is comfortable to wear is the result of (1) a 
well contoured and shaped frame and packbag that place the 
load as close to the body as is practical, (2) a padded 
Suspension system that allows the majority of the load weight 
to be placed directly on the hips, and (3) a full mesh back 
panel, originated by Trailwise, which distributes weight and 
allows maximum air circulation between pack and wearer. 


The Trailwise contour frame shapes the load around the back 
and extends the effective carrying area of the back, both in 
width and in height. 


The Trailwise frame is constructed of a non-corrosive, 
aluminum alloy thick-wall tubing. All parts of the frame 


and steel eyebolts and aluminum Rivnuts. This combination 
of eyebolt and Rivnut attachment has a strength advantage 
over the usual clevis pin and wire attachment in that the 
frame need only be drilled from one side, plus the Rivnut 
helps to reinforce this hole. The eyebolts can be used as 
lashing points. 


The three-quarter length packbags can be mounted in either a 
high or a low position on the frame depending on where the 
center of gravity of the load is desired. The high position is 
used for maximum loads on a relatively smooth trail, and the 
low position is used for climbing or for rough terrain where 
balance becomes an important consideration. Both the full 
length packbag and the three-quarter length packbags extend 
the full width of the frame. 


PACKFRAME ADJUSTING INSTRUCTIONS 

The following steps should be taken when adjusting the 

suspension system of the Trailwise packframe: 

Step 1: The padded hip belt should encircle the hips below 
the waist and on the flare of the hips and buttocks. 
Belt placement can be assisted by leaning forward 
slightly and hunching up the packframe with the 
back and shoulders until the belt is in the proper 
position. Cinch up the belt. 

Step 2: Release the slide fasteners on the yoke back straps. 
Move the yoke assembly forward or backward to 
that point where the tabs connected to the yoke are 
slightly foward of the center of the shoulders. Reset 
the slide fasteners. This adjustment need only be 
made on the initial fitting of the packframe. 

Step 3: Pull down on the clevis straps until pressure from the 
yoke is felt on the top of the shoulders. 

Step 4: Pull forward on the yoke tabs to bring the mesh 
back panel up snug against the back. 

Step 5: Release the clevis straps slightly. This should allow 
the packframe to settle down on the hips.
